SANK 11 SHIPS 


tion to Two Destroyers Act-

LONDON, Oct, 21,—One hundred 
and fifty lives were lost on Wednes- 
day, when five Norwegian, one Danish 
and three Swedish vessels were sunk 
by two raiders in the North Sea. 

The British admiralty statement on 
Saturday stated that a total of 136 of- 
ficers and men of the British destroy- 
ers, Mary Rose and Strongbow were 
lost when those two vessels were sunk 
by gaiders, 

The Mary Rose and Strongbow were 
convoying the merchantmen when the 
attack occurred, 

LONDON, Oct, 21,-—Ten of the crew 
of the British destroyer, Mary Rose, 
probably the only survivors of that 
vessel, have reached Bergen, accord- 
ing to a Reuter dispatch from Chris- 
tiania.

PETROGRAD, Oct 21—The Russians have succeeded in getting all 
their ships, except observation clements, out of Moon sound without 
losses and in perfect order, according to an official communication 
issued by the marine department. The communication says that 
Oesel and Moon islands have definitely passed into the hands of the 
Germans, but that the military operations on Dago island are being 
hampered by topographical conditions, notably the marshy grounds, 
The communication says:

Wires to Ottawa Hot With 
Protests

Unalterable oppesition to the Intro-| 


duction of oleomargerine has been 


voiced time and again by the farm-| 


era of Alberta by strong resolutions 
peered at their conventions; and now 
hat there ie immediate danger of the 
Dominion authorities legalizing the 
manufacture and sale of cleomargar- 
ine In Canada, the wires to Ottawa 
have been kept hot with the indignant 
prot of many prominent agricul- 
turiets and dairymen of this province 

These men declare that the intro- 
duction of oleomargarine or imitation 
butter will have such a serious effect 
upon the dairy indueiry that it would 
be apt to drive dairymen from busi- 
ness, for it would so curta!l the trade 
of dairy products that with the ever 
increasing cost of farm labor (which 
is such a necessary factor on the dairy 
farms) that the farmers would go out 
of dairying and devote thelr enengies 
to other branches of mixed farming 
entailing lees labor. 

This would tend #tilf further to limit 
the supply of pure butter available 
for the use of the consumers, 

In the opinion of C. W. Eemond of 
the Edmonton City dairy, the intro- 
duation of oleo, as the imitation butter 
is called for short, will tend to In- 
creage the cost of suet and fate from 
which the oleo is made to the con- 
sumers without adding anything to the 
profit of the beef production depart- 
ments of the farming industry. 

The consumer will be offered an 
inferior article, an imitation of butter. 
Instead of enjoying the deliciousness 
of nice fresh pure dairy or creamery 
butter, the consumers may soon find 


that they will have to apread a layer |

Cricket Was Once America's Most Popular Pastime 

“Cricket may now be said to be the national athletic game of 
America, as well as of England. In America the introduction has 
been quite recent, but it is now the favorite outdoor game, both of 
town and country. It lasts from spring to autumn, though chiefly 
played in the latter season.” 

The above was written by a sporting writer of 1855, when base- 
ball was just a-borning. Professional cricket in America, which 
supplied the precedent and incentive to professiona) baseball, had 
its beginning just seventy-nine years ago today, Oct 22, 1838. This 
was the first cricket match for money ever pulled off in the United 
States, but within twenty years there were professional] players in 
most of the large cities of the country, as well as in Canada. Many 
of the stars of the early days of baseball had been cricketers. Harry 
George and Sam Wright were all cricket cracks. Harry, who or- 
ganized the Cincinnati Red Stockings as the first professional 
baseball club, had previously played with and managed “pro” 
cricket teams, and in that game had learned the value of team work, 
which he applied to baseball. The Wrights continued to play 
cricket as well as baseball, and when the Boston and Philadelphia 
Athletic clubs visited England they played cricket as well as the 
diamond pastime. The Americans were victorious in all their con- 
tests with the crack cricket clubs of Ingland and Ireland, 

e a ° 
An Old-Time Prize Ring Classic 

On October 22, 1789, Tom Johnson defeated Isaac Perrine fn six- 
ty-six rounds at Banbury, England. This battle ranks among the 
classics of the prize ring. Tom Johnson was the champion of Eng- 
land, and by his prowess and honesty had rescued the ring from the 
degradation into which it had been sunken for many years, Perrins, 
who sought to wrest the honor from Johnson, was a giant 6 feet 2 
inches, famed for his tremendous strength. He was backed by 
the spo of Birmingham, who were so confident that he was un- 
beatable that they offered odds of 2 and 3 to 1 on their favorite. 
Johnson was a clever ring general, and he confused hie antagonist by 
dancing around him, much as Jim Corbett later worked the same 
trick with John L. Sullivan. Siowly but surely he wore down the 
Birmingham Goliath, and in the 62nd round he landed a blow 
square in the face that sent Perrins toppling to the ground, unable 
to rise. Throughout the long fight both men fought for the head, 
and few body punches were exchanged. Perrins never fought again, 
and Johnson, his head turned by the worship of his admirers, plunged 
into dissipation and soon lost the laurels he had so ably defe d.

Today in Pugilistic Annals 

1839—-Brassey defeated Young Langan in 76 rounds at Wood- 
head, Cheshire, England. Although the championship was not in- 
volved, this battle attracted much attention, as Langan was an Irish- 
man from Dublin, and had the backing of the dead game sports 
of the Emerald Isle. It was a sad day for the Irish, who had bet 
everything they had on their countryman, for although Langan 
fought long and gamely he was at last forced to give in to the 
Englishman. Brassey, whose real name was John Leechman, was 
a leading contender for the championship, but never attained it. 
He was defeated by Bendigo, and later by Ben Caunt, although in the 
latter contest both men fought until they were so exhausted that 
they could not continue.
